T 
HE WORD “ judg e” in the Book 
of Judges usually m ea n s what 
we would call a hero, a military 
m a n with a successful record. Then, 
as re av, if a m a n rn a de go* d in the 
a r m y he was after thought of as an 
a r m y man. His title and his rank 
stuck to him his Life long. 
We think of General G ra n t as an 
a r m y man, and of Lee as another; 
though one was President of the 
United States and the - thor one a 
distinguished colk ge president. 


So Gideon com es down in his­ 
tory as one of the “ Judges” who 
delivered Israel from a power­ 
ful enem y. This tim e the enem y 
was the M idianites, a roaring 
nuisance if ever there w as one. 
M idianites were nom ads, they 
lived where they pleased, and 
they lived off the peaceful farm ­ 
er s w h e r e v e r they w ere. 


There were so m a n y that their 
arn,;.- looked like a s w a rm 
< f lo­ 
custs. They wore seen only once a 
year, but that was enough. They 
would wait out in the wilderness 
until the crops were ready for h a r ­ 
vest; then they would dash into the 
country, rai i eve ry fa rm frc rn, bor­ 
der to border, and skip out again, 
leaving the Isra* lites on the edge 
of starvation f r another year. 
How’ Gideon, a small f a r m e r and 
a timi i soul by nature, b e ca m e the 
hero who nearly ext err:, mated the 
Midianites and set his people free, 
is one of the most fascinating tales 
in the Old T esta m ent 
The people 
loved h im and re m e m b e r e d h u n for 
that one thing above all; he could 
fight!

G ideon the A rtist 
T 
h e r e a r e m o r e w a y s than 
one to be artistic. General Gid­ 
eon painted no ; .clares, carv ed no 
statues, wrote no 
-ems. But he was 
an artist all the sam e. There is 
som ething artistic about any good 
w o rk m anship .and it is as true of 
military campaig ns as of everything 
else. 
Incidentally, 
generals 
have

te m ptation to overlook this. At the 
Battle 
of 
Frederic ksburg 
in 
the 
A m erican 
Civil 
War, 
when 
the 
northern a r m y was m archin g into 
the grinding tr ap which Lee and his

m a r k e d that it’s a good thing war 
is so terrible, otherwise we should 
be come too fond of it. He was speak­ 
ing fr om the general’s viewpoint, of 
course. The private is seldom in 
d anger cf being too fond of war. 
At all events Gideon’s cam ­ 
paigns w ere Just as “ beautiful” 
in all details as anything Na­ 
poleon, Lee, Hitler or Hannibal 
ever Invented. 


C an a hero be an artist? In his 
way, yes; like any other craftsman, 
be ca n do a necessary, rough and 
dirty piece of work in a w a y that 
calls out the exclamation; Beauti­ 
ful! 
Saint Gideon 
C 
AN A SOLDIER be a saint? If 
you m ean by “ saint” tho ideal 
of w h a t a Christian should be, most 
would say No. General Lee said. at 
the end of his life that if he had it 
to live over again he would not be a | 
soldier. 
And still, the writer of the 
letter to the Hebrews in the 
N ew T estam ent does not hesi­ 
tate to list Gideon, and even 
that half-hero Barak, right along 
w ith the rest in his list of high 
saints, the m en and w om en of 
Faith. 
For fundam entally it is faith that 
m akes the saint. Arid Gideon w as a 
m an of sturdy faith. To paraphrase 
Tennyson, his strength was as the 
strength of ten, because his faith 
was pure. So there have been count­ 
less m en w hose profession is arms 
who have also been m en of faith.

Last week the nation anti the worl ! stood kmm at ’!.• furious 
storms and stresses that swept the national convention o f the Re­ 
publican party whose 1,206 delegates and their alw: na tub assem­ 
bled in Chicago to fight it out for the presidential rn ruination and 
control of the party. 
This week, with the resumption of sanity in the land, the nom­ 
inees, Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower and Sen. Richard M Nixon, al­ 
ready had begun to dig into the task of restoring ordoi and unity 
to GOF ranks as the first ; re­ 
requisite to a Republican victory in 
the November elections. 
Despite 
the 
intense 
emotional 
surges and deep-seated factional 
strife that characterized most of 
the convention, the gargantuan con­ 
clave ended on at least a surface 
note of harmony. 
General 
Eisenhower 
and 
Sen 
Robert Taft, stoically courageous in 
bis defeat, shook hands and smiled 
pl p- 'h other. Taft pledged his sup­ 
port to the Eisenhower u.iu.uign, 
and the reconciliation that the party 
knows it must effect was under 
way. 
But it had been a different story 
during the rowdy, noisily active 
days that preceded the convention’s 
close. 
Even at the very moment of Eis­ 
enhower's spectacular nomination 
victory on the first ballot, strong 
overtones of bitterness on the part 
J the Taft partisans was a real and 
disturbing element in the overflow­ 
ing International Amphitheatre on 
Chicago's South Side.

Tempers High 
Not even the costly air condition­ 
ing system in the hall (which, the 
Democratic delegates will be happy 
to hear, worked quite e f f e c t i v e l y ) 
could cool the flaring tempers or 
calm the rising blood pressures. 
When the roll call of the states 
was begun Friday afternoon for the 
first ballot to nominate a presiden­ 
tial 
candidate, 
the 
Eisenhower 
group manifestly was riding the 
crest of an apparently irresistable 
wave. Taft had lost a lot of ground 
since Monday, and he knew it. 
Through the stentorian medium 
of the loud speaker system the con­ 
vention secretary read the roll of 
the states—a thrilling and somehow 
awesome procedure. 
The historic first-and-last ballot 
went fairly smoothly. The states 
voted true to form. No one was sur­ 
prised at California’s 70 votes for 
her Governor Warren, nor at Ohio’s 
solid 56 votes for Taft. Governor 
Dewey had his New York delegation 
in line with 92 votes for Eisenhower, 
4 for Taft. Minnesota voted 19 for 
Harold Stassen, 9 for Eisenhower. 


Ike in Lead 
The ballot closed with Eisenhower 
leading Taft by 595 to 462. Warren 
had 81 votes. MacArthur, who never 
really had a chance, was low man 
with ll. 
It was at precisely at that point 
that history set in. The spokesman 
for the Minnesota delegation, in a 
tense and edged voice, requested 
the attention of the chairman and 
announced that Minnesota had de­ 
cided to change its 19 Stassen votes 
to Eisenhower, giving him a total 
of 614 votes, IO over the required 
majority of 604. 
That was the ball game. The 
packed galleries, filled mostly with 
Taft adherents, gasped in complete 
stupefaction. The delegates on the 
floor were taken aback to the point 
that they were able to produce only 
a minor demonstration.

Eisenhower’s drive, brilliantly ex­ 
ecuted by Sen. Henry Cabot Lodge 
and master-minded to a certain ex­ 
tent by Governor Dewey and Herb­ 
ert Brownell, seemed to be fated 
for success from the beginning of 
the convention on Monday. 
It is probable, too, that the ap­ 
parent strategic blunders of the Taft 
camp had their decisive effects on 
the outcome. 
The picture began to clear Mon­ 
day when the convention adopted 
by a 607 to 531 vote the so-called 
“Fair Play” amendment sponsored 


by Governor Langile of Washington 
which required that any contested 
delegation be seated in the conven­ 
tion immediately after it was ap­ 
proved, and be allowed the right to 
vote on the qualifications of other 
delegations as they came up for 
approval. 
This, of course, was an Eisen­ 
hower-inspired move to break up the 
Taft control of the hotly contested 
Texas, 
Georgia, 
Louisiana, 
and 
Florida delegations, and others. 


Big Question 
The question that will be asked 
for the next four years is why the 
Taft forces were willing for the 
“Fair Play” decision to be brought 
to a ballot The assumption is that 
they knew, within one or two votes, 
what 
the 
outcome 
would 
be. 
Whether they were seeking a re- 
versc-english psychological victory 
or whether tit, y were just overcon­ 
fident, the ultimate results were 
disastrous. 
Second major defeat for Taft, and 
the one that set the pattern of the 
convention in an unalb rabic mold, 
was the delegates’ decision, by a 
vote of 607 to 531, to seat tho pro- 
Eisenhowt r delegation from Georgia 
— a reversal (if the ruling made by 
the credentials committee in an ex­ 
hausting 15-hour session Tuesday. 
Taft forces were so shattered by 
‘his setback that they conceded 
without a fight the seating of the 
pro-Eisenhower Texas delegation. 
Even the well-prepared “spon- 
taneous" demonstrations were de­ 
ep! d, in terms of length, at least, 
in favor of Eisenhower. The yelling, 
bell-ringing, singing, and banner- 
waving following Senator Dirksen’s 
speech nominating Taft lasted only 
32 minutes. The Eisenhower demon­ 
s’:”,Mon continued its brass-voiced 
clamor for 58 minutes. 
It was a tribute not only to G> n- 
eral MacArthur but to his durable 
partisans that the demonstration on 
his behalf, coming at a bleak and 
weary 2:30 a.m., lasted a clamorous 
2u minutes.

"I am not ashamed to say that 
our first duty is to defend the 
United States,” he said in his soft 
voice, and the walls of the Inter­

with the roar of approval that went 
up from delegates and spectators 
alike. 
Hoover and MacArthur appeared 
as the old soldiers of the Old Guard, 
and they seemed to be unable to 
shake the impression that the era 
during which their thinking and 
P< Utica] cor:,', pts dominated the Re­ 
publican party was coming to an 
• nd. 
With most of the speeches out of 
the way. the convention briefly took 
up the matter of its platform, ap­ 
proving it so sw-iftly as to seem al­ 
most casual in its attitude. 


N o Floor Fight 
Actually, 
the 
maneuvering 
to 
avoid a fight on the foreign policy 
and civil rights planks that had 
taken place during the preceding 
four or five days virtually elimi­ 
nated any possibility of a policy 
struggle on the convention floor. 
The 
compromise 
civil 
rights 
plank, as adopted, deplored racial 
bigotry and religious prejudice, but 
did not go so far as to put teeth into 
the denunciation by openly advo­ 
cating a fair employment practices 
law. 
Both Taft and Eisenhower joined 
in approving the foreign policy sec­ 
tion of the platform which consisted 
to a great extent of an excoriation 
of the policies practiced by the pres­ 
ent Democratic administration. 
The Republicans pledged an end 
to the waste, spending, and corrup­ 
tion with which they have repeated­ 
ly charged the Democrats. 
“By 
the 
Administration’s 
ap­ 
peasement of Communism at home 
and abroad it has permitted Com­ 
munists and their fellow travelers 
to serve in many key agencies and 
to infiltrate our American life,” the 
platform stated. 
Then, showing the reverse side 
of the “coin of patriotic American­ 
ism,” the platform claimed that 
“There are no Communists in the 
Republican party,” and that a Re­ 
publican 
president 
will 
appoint 
only “persons of unquestioned loy­ 
alty,” will overhaul federal loyalty 
and security programs in coopera­ 
tion with congress, and will coordi­ 
nate all intelligence services.
